couraged the western powers to 
an offensive. After the defeat of 
France and England such action 
on the part of the United States 
would be a bold adventure. On 
the other hand, we Germans have 
accounts which must be settled 
with this country. In this war, not 
to mention the last war, the Unit- 
ed States holds all the gold of 
Europe, which was and indispu- 
tably is our property, Germany 


being the successive state of sub- 
'jugated nations. The gold alone 
‘is practically of no value to us, but 
'the insulting fact that something 
which God intended for us, which 
we were robbed of and which is 
intentionally withheld from us 
must not rémain unpunished. 

The United States also will be 
forced by Germany to complete

B. Brantley, former chief high- 
way engineer and George W. 
Blount, highway maintenance en- 
gineer, all on charges brought as 
a result of the federal inyestiga- 
tion of the state highway depart- 
ment. 

Delay in the calendar was 
caused by the mail fraud trial of 
Glover, which took an unexpect- 
edly long time, and the case 
against the Theo Stivers Milling 
Company of Rome, which com- 
menced yesterday and is expected 
to run for two or three weeks.

Despite the statement by Major George 
Finch, commander of the new unit, that any 
delay will seriously jeopardize the project, 
the commission merely “took. under considera- 
tion” the request, an action which according 
to past precedent is tantamount to refusal. 

The federal government has allocated $300,- 
000 for this project. The city will be asked for 
_ $15,000, the same amount as sought from the 
'county. And it is requisite that the project be 
“completed by June, 1941. 
| The excuse advanced by the commission- 
ers was that the hangar is to be located at 
the Camp Gordon airfield site, which is outside 
| Fulton county. Such an argument, however, 
'€an only be considered “chop logic,” a specious 
“technical alibi for the refusal. | 
_ The Observation Squadron is a definite item, 
even though comparatively small, in the na-_ 
‘tional defense program. It is part of the plan 
‘to create*an adequate defense for Atlanta, 
which will be the center of a great proportion 
of the army and’ aviation development of the 
" southeast. he’ 

_ It is Atlanta gnd Fulton; county business, 
and workmen, who will be benefited by con- 
struction of the hangar. 

; Camp Gordon site is the only feasible place 
) for location of the squadron headquarters. 
© The proposed new Fulton county airfield is 
as yet merely on paper. In fact, the land is 
not yet finally secured, merely being held on 
Poptions. That south Fulton field is intended 
solely as a civilian airfield and military con- 
struction there would entail far more expense 
than at Camp Gordon,-already designated as

Conference on Living 

Next Monday, at Athens, the county and 
home demonstration agents of Georgia will 
gather for a five-day conference. Their theme 
will be thf inter-relationship of industry, com- 
merce and agriculture and its effect on Geor- 
gia farm family living. 

No discussions bearing more directly on 
Georgia life are ever held than these annual 


meetings of the county agents. It is from these 
conferences that the ideas for community 
planning, for better ways of farming and 
finer ways of farm life are spread over the 
state. 

The theme for this year is of exceptional 
interest. Georgia, primarily an agricultural 
State, yet needs the proper balance between 
agrarian activities, manufacturing and busi- 
ness if it is to know and enjoy the prosperity 
that is possible for the state. 

Future development of industry in Georgia 
can best serve the state if it consists of many 
smaller plants, scattered in every county. For 
it will then bring nearer to the doorsteps of 
the farmers of the state a new population of 
wage earners providing a new market for the 
products of the fields. 

Advancing prosperity in any region must 
depend upon two factors, the ability to pro- 
duce and the availability of a market for the 
products grown or made. When industry brings 
to a state consumers who can use all the 
produce that the productive farm’can raise, 
that state is in happy condition. It means bet- 
ter living for wage earners and for farmers 
alike and to the homes of both classes come 
advantages, conveniences and benefits im- 
possible to either without the other. 

With the rapid spread of rural electrifica- 
tion, with better schools and roads and other 
benefits of modern civilization, farm living in 
Georgia has known an astonishing improve- 
ment in recent years.

MR. KENNEDY AND APPEASEMENT WAS HINGTON, 
Dec. 5.—Let there 


be no mistake about it. When Joseph P. Kennedy grandiloquently 
announced he was laying down his office to fight for the cause of 
peace, he really meant he was going to peddle appeasement all 
across the United States. 

_ His former associates at the State Department, now visibly re- 
lieved to be his associates no longer, are firmly ‘convinced of it. 
More than one of his closest friends and warmest customary de- 
fenders admit that it is so. His record speaks for itself. And 
despite his loud assertions to the contrary, he has half confessed as 
much himself. Indeed, he seems to have been at it already. For 
it must be more than a.coincidence that wherever Kennedy has 
gone in the country since his return from London, there has been 
sudden crops of defeatist rumors and appeasement talk. 

By following his announced plan of seeking out leading men and 
telling them his story, Kennedy may have a great effect on public 
opinion. His self-appraisal was revealed in his remarkable asser- 
tion, “I know more about Europe than anybody else in this country.” 
Before his statements are taken at quite so bullish a valuation, 
however, it will be well to investigate the Kennedy record above- 
mentioned. 


HIS PROUD BOAST One of his proudest boasts, made more 


than once since his return to this coun- 
try, is that he did not succumb to the “blandishments” of the Eng- 


-lish. Undoubtedly, he escaped the effect of the blandishments from 


such men as Winston Churchill and Ernest Bevin—the men who are 
now leading Britain’s gallant battle for survival. Possibly Churchill 
and Bevin did not waste their compliments -on our ambassador, 
since_he cast his lot from the start with the men who prepared 
Britain’s disaster—Montagu Norman and Sir Horace Wilson, Neville 
Chamberlain, Sir John Simon and their cronies. : 

Of course, it was only to be expected that Kennedy’s closest 
associates in London should be the chief appeasers. Theirs was the 
mentality of the city of London. Kennedy’s mind had been formed 
when he was making his fortune by speculation on the stock ex- 
change. It mattered little to Kennedy if Churchill and Bevin ac- 
cused his heroes of thinking with their pocketbooks instead of their 
minds. He swallowed their theories of European politics whole, 


without a gulp. 


OWN DISPATCHES ARE EVIDENCE Kennedy may now 
deny that he _ so 


readily swallowed the appeasers’ theories. Yet his own dispatches 
are the evidence to thé contrary. In the period before the war, he 
constantly pressed on the President and the State Department the 


to hint pretty plainly that the President ought to bring pressure 
on Poland to succumb to Germany without struggle. After the war 
began he bombarded the Department with repeated expressions of 
almost unalloyed defeatism. Sometimes these were too extreme 
to suit Kennedy himself, and he. would then telephone the Depart- 
ment and ask that his previous day’s cable be read in the light of 
another dispatch. But unless his former associates are wilfully mis- 
representing him, Kennedy’s warning to the President that Britain 
was utterly worthless as an ally, sent a few weeks before his re- 
turn, was fairly typical of his regular output. 

Since Kennedy’s return to this country, his course has been 
pretty difficult to follow. For example, at a luncheon with a 
number of extremely influential men in New York just after he 
landed, he was understood to say that “Britain is’ busted.” Yet 
unless the President misheard him, or misquoted him to the Treas- 
ury, he warned the President while he was in Washington against 
being deceived into extending financial aid to Britain by any false 
British pleas of exhausted resources. 

Again, although the Kennedy pattern appears to be a leading 
businessman, politician or publisher frightened into something ap- 
proaching a fit, he has flatly denied being a defeatist. Fortunately, 
however, there is Kehnedy’s Boston interview to throw light on 


the situation. 


HAT INTERVIEW It was in this remarkable interview, first 
bs printed in the Boston Globe, that Ken- 


nedy most fully admitted the public to his secret mind, covering 
Norman with grease, denouncing such British leaders as Ernest 
Bevin as the precursors of “National Socialism,” and declaring 
frankly that Lindbergh “is not so crazy either.” The interview was 
written by Louis Lyons, a highly reputable reporter, and one of 
Kennedy’s oldest journalistic friends. It was read to Kennedy on 
the morning it was printed, when one of the Globe editors tele- 
phoned him for comment on the death of Neville Chamberlain. 
Kennedy offered no objection. It was again read to him the same 
afternoon, when British newspapers and news services requested 
permission to quote it. On this occasion, Kennedy was specifically 
asked to approve the quotations appearing in the interview, and 
willingly consented to do so. Yet, a day or so later, after he found 
himself in trouble, he blandly repudiated the same interview he 
had twice heard and passed on, declaring it was not authorized 
and tended to misrepresent him. Under, the circumstances, one 
wonders what weight to attach to Kennedy’s subsequent loud dis- 
claimers of defeatism and appeasement tendencies. 

To date Kennedy’s great “peace crusade” has been an indirect 
effort to sway public opinion, by off-the-record talks with influ- 
ential individuals. Thus it is almost impossible for the adminis- 
tration to deal with him, although certain State Department officials 
are now reported to be investigating his doings. Meanwhile, it 
will be well to remember that as an adviser to the American people, 
Kennedy deserves about the same degree of respectful attention as 
would be accorded, say, to Sir Horace Wilson in London. He 
speaks from the same point of view. His judgments are the same. 
And all the evidence suggests his motives are similar.

FEMALE MAJORITY When a nation gets old it develops a 


“population which includes more females 
than males. 
The United States is getting old. 
Somehow I find the releases of the Department of Commerce, 
anent the population trends as shown by the 1940 census, to be 
about the liveliest of all government releases. 


_ A young, braw nation has plenty of men. As it gets older the 
girls begin to arrive, and survive, and the males begin to die off. 
The United States, along with other new lands like Canada and 
Australia, consistently has had a male majority. But, alack and 
alas, the United States is getting older. 
In 1920 the excess of males in the United States was 2,090,242. 
By 1930 it had fallen to 1,499,114. 


The records are not quite complete for 1940, but there will be 
even fewer of the male persons in the male majority. : 


The peak was 1910. In that year the excess of male population 
over the female was 2,692,288. This excess had consistently in- 
creased with every decade except the one between 1860 and 1870 
when deaths in the War Between the States reduced the majority. 

Since 1910 the male births had exceeded those of the female by 
about 106 to every 100 females. 


But despite this fact the males had decreased with the passing 
of each decade. Unless something happens, immigration, an in- 
crease in the birth rate and a decrease in male mortality, a few 
more decades will see the female majority appear in the United 
States as it appeared long ago in Europe. 


_ As an illustration, the excess of female population in Germany 
in 1937 was 1,800,000; in France, 1,500,000, and in England, 1,700.000.

House work, desperately humdrum and hard as it is, does not 
seem to be as conducive to death as the life led by the male. Aver- 
age deaths, recorded by the Census Bureau for the past five years, 
show that deaths among males exceed death among females by 
155,469 per year. The figures are an average 787.881 male deaths 
to 632,322 female. 3 

Women, on the average, live three years longer than men 

(A cynic with whom I discussed this was sure this figure would 
surprise the average male to whom, it says, life just seems longer.) 

The “weaker sex” idea is preposterous. Actually it is frail 
woman who is as strong as a horse and as healthy as a mule. And 
when the Bard of Avon wrote, “Frailty, that name is woman.” he 
bean suffering from a hangover or else recklessly disregarded the 
acts, 


Heart disease takes 47,073 more male deaths per year than 
female. This immediately gives the lie to the great many young 
ladies who claim to be suffering from broken hearts. It appears 
it is the male heart which cracks up. 


_. Influenza and pneumonia take 17,168 more males than females 
into the next world as each year spins on. 


Each yegr an average of 10,172 males commit suicide as com- 
pared to 4,357 females. 


Tuberculosis, nephritis and other ‘diseases take off more males 
than females. 


Only cancer and tumors take away more females than males 
and these by but a slight majority. 


The one common killer which shows no sex favoritism is cerebral 
hemorrhage, embolism and thrombosis, all closely akin. These 
take a few more females than male, but the average is almost the 
same. 


LOSSES IN WAR Most amazing are the figures: with regard 

to war. Loss of males in war has not been 
an important factor affecting sex balance in the United States. 

Total war losses through 150 years, a century and a half, do 
not much exceed the excess deaths of males over females from acci- 
dents alone in ten years. Just accidents, not deaths. 

In fact, says the census, the war losses of males, averaged through 
150 years, do not approach the present male excess over female 
losses from suicides alone. 


Diseases of the heart are now taking a toll in three years equal 
to war losses of 150 years. 


It would seem that war is a much healthier place to be than a 
modern office; that the kitchen is a health resort compared with the 
husband’s desk; that the female heart isa tougher and stronger 
pump than that devised for the male. . 


When more men die of heart disease in a three-year period than 
have been killed in our wars for the past 150 years, it is time to 
do something about it.

Today it seems that ‘old John Doe, faithful husband, hard 
worker, abstemious and a sleeper for-eight hours each night, really 
is burning the candle at both ends.

As far as I can recollect, tie 
first horseless vehicle I saw w 
a contraption that attempted to 
climb the gentle hill near my 
school, in Birkdale, England. The 
memory is very dim and I can’t 
give details. 

In thé old days of the horse few 
streets of any city were smoothly 
paved. They were, mostly, con- 
structed of cobble stones or Bel- 
gian blocks, that were rough 
enough to furnish toe-holds for the 
great draft animals that hauled 
the heavy wagons. and lorries. A 
few of the streets in the smart 
residential and shopping... centers 
were made of wood blocks, be- 


‘reause the iron shoes of the car- 


riage horses made less noise 
against wood than against stone. 

The idea of paving roads away 
from the city had not ‘been born. 
A horse needed nothing better 
than a reasonably smooth dirt 
road. And they didn’t have to be 
exceptionally smooth, either. 

Only the well-to-do kept their 
own horses, in their own stables. 
However, at the better homes 
you’d find stables at the rear with, 
perhaps, a second floor where the 
groom or coachman lived.

MONDAY: Pépper-pot soup originated in Philadelphia years ago 
and is still popular. It .is made from vegetables, tripe, veal stock and 
is highly seasoned. Excellent canned pepper-pot soup may be bought, 
or you may make your own, This may be made a day or two ahead 
of time and reheated for serving, or made the night before if you 
belong to the large group of “business” housekeepers! At dinner time, 
slice cold roast. pork, arrange attractively on a platter and use pick- 
led peaches, apple sauce or spiced fruit for a garnish. 

TUESDAY: The hot wheat cereal, any kind you prefer, and the 
fried scrapple served with syrup, make a meal hearty enough to with- 
stand any cold blast. Most butcher shops sell a very good scrapple 
these days and I think it is better to buy whatever quantity you re- 
quire, rather than try to make your own, unless you live away from 
the markets. It is made from pork scraps, cornmeal and spices cooked 
together, then turned into a mold and allowed to chill. It is cut in 
slices and is usually then fried in butter, pork fat, etc. For luncheon, 
bake the souffle in a ring mold or in individual molds and fill the 
center. of the ring with creamed chipped beef. If individual molds 
are used, pour the beef over each mold. Mate muffins from cold oat- 
meal left from the day before, Save bits of*left-over cereal for pud- 
dings, muffins, pancakes, etc.—it takes. only one-half cup to make 
delicious muffins. At dinner time the consomme may be omitted 
if you prefer. If you serve it, use canned consomme, or stock made 
from the roast beef bones and a small marrow bone, or use bouillon 
cubes dissolved in water. 

WEDNESDAY: Mix a little lemon juice with prune juice for break- 
fast and serve well chilled. Save one-half cup chopped spinach from 
luncheon to make the dinner soup. Stew enough dried apricots to fill 
tart shells for dinner dessert and to have one cupful left for next 
day’s luncheon dessert—the apricot Bavarian cream. Bake apples for 
lunch while the macaroni and cheese is baking—the apples will take 
a little longer and should be started first, or if you like them cold, 
bake them the day before while the bread pudding is cooking. Make 
the tart shells before lunch and bake them too, while the macaroni 
is baking—thus saving oven heat, 

THURSDAY: Add one-half cup sliced raw cranberries to your 
cottage pudding recipe and bake in the usual manner for dessert. 
Serve with a creamy sauce made by folding one-half cup whipped 
cream into one cup custard sauce. 

FRIDAY: Mix shredded raw cabbage with a little sliced celery 
and salad dressing to moisten for the luncheon salad and serve each 
portion on a cabbage leaf. Buy flounder or haddock fillets for dinner 
and baké them in a moderate oven for 25 to 35 minutes, depending 
on the’ thickness of the fillets. Use left-over potatoes, browning them 
with a little chopped onion.

Erection of the $4,250,000 new 
Milledgeville State Hospital proj- 
ect has been termed by many 
Georgians “a miracle of finance.” 

Chief figures in the task of 
making the great undertaking pos- 
\sible were members of the State 


Hospital Authority; Governor Riv- 
ers, who had vowed that condi- 
‘tions existing at the old Milledge- 
ville hospital should be improved, 
|whatever the difficulty, and 
Chairman Arthur Lucas, of the 
State Department of Public Wel- 
om who worked unceasingly to 
make the project come true, and 
gave important counsel through- 
out the negotiations for its un- 
'_dertaking. 

Judge Manning J. Yeomans, first 
director of the Hospital Authority, 


carried heavy responsibilities dur- | 
ing its early activities, and is con- | 


‘sidered to have sacrificed his 
health, and his life itself in work- 
| ing to bring about completion of 
the undertaking. 


Platform Plank. 


In running for office in 1936, 
Governor Rivers took for one of 
his planks the improvement of 
conditions at the state’s charitable 
| institutions, particularly at the) 
hospital in Milledgeville. 

After election, he asked the gen- 
|eral assembly to pledge future 
‘rentals of the W. & A. railroad 
| for this purpose. The legislation 
Was carried out, and slightly more 


‘than $1,000,000 was made avail- 
able in January, 1938. 


The sum 
was insufficient, however, for a 
|preliminary study showed §$10,- 
/000,000 should be spent at the 
Milledgeville hospital alone. 

| The Governor launched a vig- 
'orous campaign for federal as- 
‘sistance, using the $1,000,000 as 
'a basis for borrowing. Enough 
help was obtained from the Works 
Progress Administration and Pub- 
lic Works Administration to make 
essential improvements at the oth- 
‘er institutions, but the hospital 
problem remained unsolved. In 
June, 1938, the PWA started its 
second spending program, how- 
ever, and the Governor quickly 
took advantage of it.

Natural gas will be used for 
cooking in all kitchens.

Paved roads, with concrete 
walkways, curbs and guttering, 
will connect the new hospital’s 
units. The buildings also will have 
the most modern basic furniture 
and equipment, including kitchen 
equipment, ranges, steam tables, 
food trucks and such hospital 
equipment as sterilizers, fluoro- 
scopes, operating tablesand X-ray 
equipment. Steel and iron bed- 
room furniture will be virtually 
indestructible. 


Safety Considered. 


Care has been taken to protect 
atients from accident and fire 
azard, and to make their accom- 
modations as sanitary as possible. 
To avoid injuries on stairways, 
wherever possible, a dining room 
is provided on each floor of each 
wing, thus making 34 dining rooms 
in all. Most of these will be op- 
erated on the cafeteria system. 
Safe bathing and toilet facilities 
also are provided in rooms having 
tile walls and floors which can be 
washed down with hose. All water 
valves are so locked and located 
that only attendants can control 
them. Hot water supply lines have 
control valves which keep the 
water below scalding temperature, 
thus preventing patients from 
wning or burning themselves.

Radiators Used. 
Steam radiators will be used on 
all but the fourth floors, where 
violent or disturbed patients will 


‘be quartered. Heat there will be 


provided by a forced draft hot air 
system, distributed through ceiling 
vent opening outside of the pa- 
tients’ reach. Radiators, where 


patients cannot injure themselves. 
Lighting fixtures are recessed in 
ceilings, and covered with flat 
glass plates that can only be re- 
moved by attendants. Projections 
have been avoided in the construc- 
tion of rooms and wards, and even 
window sashes are of a special 
type which vent out in small sec- 
tions. Window openings are cov- 
ered by wire screens. 

At patients respond better to 
treatment when kept in groups, as 
many small wards as_ possible 
have been provided. Single rooms, 
however, are provided on all 
floors. All foundations and frame- 
work are of concrete, reinforced 
with steel. Stairways, too, are of 
concrete and are enclosed by fire 
walls. Doors are of metal, or are 
metal-clad. 

Wiring Protected. 


Interior electric wiring has been 
protected, and frequent fire alarm 
boxes are provided, for the protec- 
tion of inmates rather than for 


building protection. Fire hydrants 
have been installed adjacent to all 
buildings, and toilets will adjoin 
all day rooms. 

All toilet rooms are provided 
with laundry chutes. 

The tuberculosis hospital will 
be the largest single project, and 
is set on a hilltop surrounded by 
pine trees and remote from other 
buildings. A partial fourth floor 
in the center wing provides space 
for light, airy operating rooms. 

The hospital is equipped with 
X-ray apparatus, fluoroscopes, op- 
erating tables, and _ sterilizing 
equipment, as well as with spe- 
cial equipment and pneumothorax 
treatments and rib removals.

Land Racket Sifted. 


Rampant profiteering in real es- 
tate has led the authorities in 
Tokyo, Japan, to devise new re- 
strictions under which the trans- 
fer of land or houses at much 
more than the original cost plus 
taxes will be banned. The Plan- 
ning Board has found that hous- 


| restrictions ‘were imposed a yéar 
|ago. The authorities are particu- 
‘larly ired by the practice of land- 
owners in raising the prices of 
'farm land 10 times over the prices 
‘of last year. Many farms are re- 
ported to have been sold for even 
more ¢éhan 10 times the original 
cost because the land was needed 
for construction of factories. 


‘Bees Carry War Mail. 


Bees are in the army of the 
Chungking government in China. 
The Chinese are using the knowl- 
-edge that as long; as the same 
/queen bee rules the hive it can 
be moved a distance of miles, and 
the bees will return to it. By 
'microphotography plans and mes- 
‘sages are’ transcribed on tiny 
pieces of paper and sent through 
enemy areas attached to the bee. 
At the destination the message is 
deciphered with a microscope. ‘The 
“bee mail” travels 30 to 40. miles 
an hour, the insects being almost 
invisible: and safer than pigeons.
